d Authority of our Anceftors and the Legiflature. 
he Roman glorioufly ftruggled to maintain the fupreme 
Power of the Confuls, and the Majefty of the Senate ; 
the Craftfman invidioufly ftrives to render the beft of 
Princes fubfervient to his Parliament, and to have hint 
n by Prefeription; one while inculcating the Prin- 
jes of Ariffocracy, another thofe of Democracy, or 
y thing, rather than for a certain Honourable Gentle- 
man to keep his Place, retain the Royal Favour, and 
Ip to affitt and fupport him in the Adminiftration of 
nis Government. ‘The Roman always endeavour’d to 
often, and appeafe the Rage and Tumults of the Po- 
sulace ; the Craftf/man inceflantly ftrives to raife, fo- 
ment, and heighten them. The Roman lov’d and em- 
praced all that were Friends to Peace and Lovers of 
irtue ; the Craft/man hates and difpifes them, fides 
with none but the Sons of Difpute and Contention. 
he Roman admit’d and honour'd Men of equal and 
uperior Merit to himfelf; all, in whom he faw a gene- 
ous Emulation of doing good and deferving well ; the 
raft/man {corns, and bitterly inveighs againft all that 
xcel in Worth, in Acts of Kindnefs and Humanity. 
The Roman was kind, courteous, and affable to all ; 
he Craft/man is proud, arrogant, and fupercilious. In 
Word, the noble Roman was a true Patriot, and a 
generous Benefactor to Mankind; the Craft/man is a 
mock one, defpiteful, avaricious, and injurious to them. 
Yes, Sir, fuch was the generous Temper of the Roman ; 
uch his Godlike Ambition ; and fuch is the Spleen of 
he Graft/man, {uch the Rancour and Poifon of his Soul. 
* Whofe Ambition is a little, low, cunning and de- 
figning Art, which at firft was dextroufly cultivated to 
circumvent the Miniftry, to render them odious to the 
Publick, and hateful to their Royal Mafter ; and when

fuch Siniftry fail'd him, and could no longer be conceal’d, 


he appear'd, as he really was, ready toburft with Rage, 
Envy, and Defpair. Having thus gone through the 
oppolite Characters of the Roman, and the Craft/man, 
thus difplay’d the Antipathy of their Difpofitions, and 
thus fhewn the extreme Difference of their Views and 
Adtions, it appears from the Whole, that the one was 
animated and infpired by a generous and laudable Am- 
bition ; the other is a¢tuated and impelled by an envious 
and malevolent one ; that the one had no other Defign 
bur the univerfal Peace, Intereft, and Service of his 
Country; the other aims at nothing but private Ad- 
vancement, at the general Commotion and Injury of 
his Country: And to this End he unites and affociates 
himfelf with all the Chiefs of Murmur and Difcontent, 
in order to facilitate his Endeavours to break through 
all the Impediments ‘that obftruét him in his Way 
to Preferment. Nor hath any one for thefe ten 
Years palt appeared an Enemy to the Miniftry, but 
What hath joined his Forces with the Craft/man, and

happy, and to be pitied as they are, feem to think their 
Averfion to them, and Attachment to one another, 
will commend them to the Favour and Efteem of their 
Countrymen; but, to their Shame- and Difappoint- 
ment, they find shem/f/ves their Scorn and Abhorrence, 
thofe their Love and Admiration. As the Way to Ho- 
nour and Preferment is fteep, flippery, and, in fome 
Parts, rugged, fo it requires al! fuch as would climb 
the Summit, as afpire to fit upon the Pinnaclé of Fame, 
to be humble in their Ambition, careful and cautious in 
their A@tions, prudent in their Conduét, always mild, 
cool and gentle in their Behaviour. ‘They that would 
fucceed the Honourable Gentlemen, who hath already 
furmounted the arduous Task, overcome the Dangers 
of the Precipice, eftablifhed the Worth, the Reputation 
and Glory of ,his Name, hath gained the Love, the 
Favour and Embraces of his Sovereign, and endeared 
himfelf to the Hearts and Affeétions of all his Friends, 
fhould learn to follow his Example, and to imitate his 
Manners ; fhould be flow to Refentment, true and 

rateful to their Friends, kind and benevolent to their 

inemies ; fhould rather ſtudy to forgive and forget In- 
juries, than punifh and revenge them. Had the Cra/t/- 
man \earned this Leffon before he began to write, before 
he drew his Bow, and let fly the Arrows of Wrath 
againft the Miniftry ; what a World of Pains, Difquiet 
and Uneafinefs had he faved! Or, had he ferioutly 
digefted what he had read, he had certainly writ with 
much more Coolnefs, Decency, and Moderation, or, 
what would ftill have been better, had writ nothing at 
all ; had never expofed himfelf to the Contempt and 
Ridicule of Mankind, but had lived in their Favour and 
Efteem, in the Love and Approbation of his Prince : 
For, for a Man to affume the Authority of dire¢ting 
others, inftruéting them in their Duty, dictating what 
ought, and what ought not to be done, while he 
all that’s averfe from Truth and Reafon in his own 
Adions, knows not how to manage, temperate and 
govern his own Paffions, is pedantick, impertinent and 
vain. The hardeft Task that Man hath to ftruggle 
with, the greateft Vitory he hath to difpute, is, to 
fubdue his Paflions, to moderate and limit his Defires, 
to curb and reſtrain his Anger ; yet he that can’t make 
himfelf Mafter of thefe Virtues, ought to be under the 
Power of Tutors and Guardians fo long as he lives. 
And this isa Truth wich is founded in Nature itfelf, 
and the Principles of Reafon: And fince the Crafi/man 
cannot gain the Acquifition of any one of thefe Virtues; 
fince he is intirely fubjeét to the Dominion and Tyranny 
of his Paflions, is fo far from being warmed with an 
Ambition for the publick Good, the promoting the 
Intereft and Glory of his Country, that he delights in 
nothing but Contention, Animofities and Strife, in 
fowing the Seeds of Difcord and Divifion ; we. thall 
fhew in our next, that he is influenced by nothing but 
Envy, Prejudice, and Avarice ; that the Miniftry are 
the great Roma: Patriots of their Country, himéelf the 
difguifed, perfidious and fallacious one.
